Specification 

The following discrepancies in the application has been brought to the examiners 
attention. 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for the 
claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01(o). Correction of the 
following is required: The claim language includes the term "mobile". The examiner found 
support for the synonymous term "portable" on Column 4 lines 13-20 however the examiner was 
informed that the specification must be amended to include the term "mobile" to have proper 
antecedence within the specification for the claim terminology. 

Oath/Declaration 

3. The reissue oath/declaration filed with this application is defective because it fails to 
contain a statement that "all errors which are being corrected in the reissue application up to the 
time of filing of the oath or declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicant." See 37 CFR 1.175 and MPEP § 1414. 
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Claim Objections 

4. The claim amandment is filed 9/25/06 is non-compliant because all claims 1-20 need to 
be presented with proper status identifiers. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The expansion device 
being able to directly access the plug in data storage is determined to be the patentable feature 
(i.e. applicants bus 912). An updated broadened search was conducted and a reference that 
appeared to teach the patentable feature was found however upon closer review was found to not 
teach the patentable feature. 

Reference PN 5,928,362 was found that teaches an expansion card and a ROM that 
connect to a computer through a shared interface however the only direct connection between the 
ROM and the expansion card is a control line and is not used by the expansion card to "access" 
the ROM..
